told a news conference in Har­ 
risburg, Pa., he would run with 
Goldwater only if there were a 
genuine draft by convention del­ 
egates. 
He had been asked to comment 
on GOP National Chairman Wil­ 
liam E. Miller’s recent state­ 
ment that Scranton would make 
a good running mate for Gold­ 
water. 
Nixon gave his views at a news 
conference before speaking at a 
testimonial for Rep. Steven B. 
Derounian. R-N.Y., in this city 
on Long Island. 
He said: “The chances of any 
Republican beating Johnson to­ 
day are considered remote by 
the pollsters, by the television 
commentators and by all the po­ 
litical experts. All that I can say 
is this: That the polls have been 
wrong in New Hampshire, Ore­ 
gon and California 'primaries).” 
He called 1964 a year of upsets 
and added that a “slam-bang” 
campaign by the GOP could de­ 
feat Johnson.

To D-Day Of 


20 Years Ago 


OMAHA BEACH. France (AP 
The Allied nations of World 
War II start two days of cere­ 
monies today to salute the liv­ 
ing and honor the dead of the 
Normandy invasion on the 20th 
anniversary of the assault. 
Hundreds of D-Day veterans 
were assembling in the invasion 
area where Americans, British, 
Canadian and French soldiers 
stormed the beaches on June 6. 
1944. Most were on private pil­ 
grimages. 
The official U S. delegation, 
headed by Gen. Omar N. Brad­ 
ley, Deputy Secretary of De­ 
fense Silas 
Vance, and Gen. 
Maxwell Taylor, chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, was to 
arrive this afternoon. Gen. Brad­ 
ley commanded the American 
forces on D-Day. Gen. Taylor 
parachuted with the 101st Air­ 
borne Division, which he com­ 
manded. 
Towns Welcome Visitors 
Villagers and 
towm officials 
are offering visitors a warm 
welcome. 
Because each town 
that has any claim to strategic 
importance in the assault that 
liberated France wants to pay 
its tribute, the observances have 
been spread over two days. 
President Charles de Gaulle Is

Georges Pompidou had prom­ 
ised to attend, but canceled his 
acceptance.

Park accepted Kim’s resigna­ 
tion in an effort to quiet the 
swelling public discontent.

Park into power.

Roads To Our Future 


The Advisory Hoard of the I P. Committee on 
Area Problems lias advised it to back a strong effort 
b> its Transportation Committee to promote highway 
construction in the Upper Peninsula. 
To this end the Advisory Hoard created an interim 
group headed by Don Desotell of U.P. Pow er Co., Hough­ 
ton, to undertake a study of I .P. high wax needs. There 
is a mountain of data on tile subject collected by the 
Michigan State Highway Department and I PCA P’s big 
job will lie to formulate a policy which will introduce 
some new factors into highway construction. 
At present Michigan has a master plan for high­ 
way building. 
It is revised every 5 years but it aims at 
long range goals of highway development. 
This plan 
has judged every mile of road in the t ’.P. so there’s an 
inventor! of su fficien t upon which the state sets lip 
its highway spending priorities. 
It is the opinion of the State Highway Department 
— and the l \ P . concurs— that it has treated the Upper 
Peninsula well in spending the public’s money for Mich­ 
igan highways.

T he xx hob* process of financing Michigan big sways 
has changed since its l>eginning. 
At first p r o p e r ty taxes 
bore the xvhole load. 
Now highway users in their gaso­ 
line and license taxes pay nearly all the cost of high­ 
ways. 
The new tax base (of highway users) auto­ 
matically sets up a propriety of usage. 
When property 
owners were paying for roads their interests could pro­ 
perly be put first. With highway users paying for roads 
their interest should come fii*st: the highways should 
be built where the drivers xvant to use them. 
Hut should this be so entirely and irrevocably? This 
question is the crux of the Upper Peninsula’s highw ay 
policy problem. 
Is it proper to build some highways xvliere they 
would greatly help the economy of an area and create 
an eventual u s e 0 “Immoral’’ say the persons xvho xvould 
use needs as the only basis because the highway users 
are paving the bill.

The I pper Peninsula xviii never fare as xvel! as it 
should in highway construction if Michigan observes a 
hard and fast policy of highways built only with user 
fees and ordered on a basis of existing need. 
“We xvent over the happy medium and now the 
highway user pays everything/* suggested Carl Mc- 
Monagle of Michigan State University to the UPC AP 
Advisory Board. “Everyone benefits from highways 
and non-users should pay too.” 
W bile the U.P. does not yet rate freeway standard 
high xrays except for T-7' in the east, its business and 
pleasure travel is xx ell served except for some bottle­ 
necks like the Rapid Rix’er-Uladstone segment of U.S.- 
2-41.
